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PREFACE. 



To facilitate the improvement of the Pupil by the 
simplest and most easy methods^ should be an object 
with all Tutors and authors of elementary works ; and 
as a correct pronunciation is of paramount importance^ 
which the irregularities of our language render difficult 
to attain, and which no ii^erbal instruction nor general 
rules can effectually accomplish, it appears remarkable 
that no very decided efforts in books of an elementary 
character have been made to obviate these difficulties. 
It is true there are some in which the words are 
dassed according to their accent, and in others some 
few directions are given as to the sound of certain 
letters ; but there is not onfe, I believe, in which these 
two points are united so as to afford the learner the 
requisite facility. This will, I trusty be accepted as 
my apology for the present publication. Every obser- 
vant instructor hos, I presume, noticed the propensity 
of their pupils to soimd, or endeavour to sound, every 
letter in words which they know not how to pronounce 
correctly — ^but in many words some letters are silent, 
while others vary from their true or alphabetic sound ;

hence to sound the silent^ or to give the alphabetic 
sound to those letters which vary from the true, 
destroys the pronunciation of the word in which they 
are found. To remove these difficulties I have classed 
under the heads Regular ai)4 Irregular every word 
necessary to enable the learner to read or pronounce ' 
with propriety. Under the former will be found all 
words in which c has a haF4 sound, as in cake, g in gun, 
ch as in church, and every other letter its common full 
pronunciation. Under the latter (the Irregular) are 
arranged all words in which are found letters which 
either are not sounded, or whiqh have an uncertain 
sound, and to which consequently a learner may give 
a wrong pronunciation. The words in this class have 
marks attached to them, by means of which, on a refer- 
ence to the Key, the learner will be enabled to give to 
every word its correct accentuation ; and if he be made 
to write on a slate or paper the words that form his 
spelMng lesson according to their pronunciation, and to 
read thenr correctly, it will be found a great advan- 
tage: thus, for example, oi^le — ^the a and s being 
printed in italics will be omitted, and the correct pro- 
nundation remain ile ; bald-^^tt? being substituted for 
a, as shewn by the mark, leaves the word bawld as it 
should be pronounced} Jcha§sm — k for ch, and z for s, 
as directed by their marks, leave the corrected word 
kazm ; and so on throughout the book. Participles 
and words generally spelt as two syllables but pro- 
nomiced as one, words of three syllables as two, &c. 
form separate sections; as do also words which, though 
spelt the same, are of different parts of speech, or 
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differently pronounced j to explain these peculiarities, 
will of course be the duty of the tutor, who will maka 
his pupil so clearly understand them as will prevent hi$^ 
using them erroneously on any ocoasioUf ^ords of 
six, seven, and eight syllables, merely placed in their 
alphabetic order, and which constitute the last section^ 
are designed to exercise the pupil, by his being re-^ 
quired to select such words as bear a particular accent 
from the others. From the whole it will be seen that 
the object I have in view is to combine correct spelling 
with a correct pronunciation ; and from the experience 
which twenty years' devotion to the instruction of 
youth affords, I think 1 am justified in saying that 
whoever learns this book perfectly will neither spell 
nor pronounce a word wrong. While the tutor will 
derive great assistance from this compilation, by being 
enabled, from the variety of its sections, to apportion 
the task according to the capacity of his pupils, and be 
saved the trouble of teaching them the correct pro- 
nunciation, the mental energies of his scholars will be 
called into action— and they will be enabled by their 
own diligence to overcome the almost insurmountable 
difficulties of our language. I am aware that much in 
this publication may, by superficial observers, be 
deemed unnecessary ; but it must be remembered that 
it is intended principally for children, on whose minds 
correct impressions cannot be too early nor firmly 
fixed. In the compilation of this work it will be satis- 
factory to the public to know that the authorities for 
pronunciation which I have used are those which have 
long enjoyed the pubhc favor, though the principle on 
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which I hare rested is Walker^s Dictionaiy. To render 
the work as complete as possible^ I have added (page 
9) a specimen of Exercises as a directory which will, I 
trusty be ^ound useftd. I now submit this litde book 
to the decision of an impartial and judicious public^ 
and particulaiiy to those on whom the arduous task of 
tuition devolyes*

In all words in which it has the flat sound the th is printed in small 
capitals. 

V having generally the same sound as i would have in the same situa- 
tion, I have in most cases marked it as i in the irregular spelling where it 
should take the short sound. 

As in many irregular words the pronunciation cannot be obtained by 
forming the letters into syllables, as a-pron, bagn-io, col-o-nel, i&c. I 
would suggest the propriety of the irregular .words being lettered only bv 
pupils, when spelt as A-p^-o-n, a-pum, b-a«g-n-i-o, ban-yo,'C«o-l-o-n.e.l, 
kur-nel, &c.
